UB Durles of Ballantrae were a 
strong family In Scotland from

ful and retired from the world. Thera 
was the master (Jnmes In baptism) 
with'his father's lore of study; but 
what was tact In the father changed to 
black dissimulation In him. 
Though 


ever In broils, invariably he left his 
partners In mischief to pay the piper. 
The second son,. Mr. Henry, was 
neither able nor bad; an out-of-doors, 
solid sort, who bad had an active hand 
from a boy In the management of the 
estate. In the house also was Miss 
Alison Graeme, an orphan, comely and 
self-willed, heiress to a fortune and, 


' because of ray ' lord's necessities, 


pledged In marriage to the master.

Agninat the wishes of the 


other three the master elected to ride 
with the prince; which left Sir. Henry 
to take King George's side, this being 
n common policy of great houses in 
that day. So the master rode to the 
North. Then came the word of Cullo- 
den and the master's death. After a 
decent time Mr. Henry, to preserve the 
estate, married Miss Alison, although 
he no more than any other doubted 
her love for the master's memory. 


But the muster was not dead. He 


had escaped to sea, his escape being 
not to his credit. At sea he was cap- 
tured by a pirate ship. By the most 
Ingenious deviltry he secured 
the

Mr. Henry shook with sobs. I led

N n laic afternoon of n winter's 
day, during tho American Rev- 
olution, a'raki

A whalebont drove shore- 


ward, n young officer scrambled up 
the steep cliffs and n few minutes later 
a mysterious stranger was transferred 
to the frigate's deck. He answered to 
tho name of "Mr. Gray" and wns said 
lo be merely a pilot, but he wns greet- 
ed wllh surprising deference. 


For no ordinary man would these 


vessels have ventured so near that 
const of sandbars and hidden rocks. 
The wind wns n mere ruffle' of air. liut 
the Incessant mutter of the long, slow 
waves foretold • that a storm 
was 


brewing. Ever more fitfully nnd fiilnt- 
ly blew the Innd-breeze; the mutter of 
the waters grew deeper. Only here nnd 
there did n few stars twinkle between 
the fast gathering clouds.

While 
broadsides roared nnd the decks grew 
slippery with blood, the little fighting 
ships met and grappled. Before Barn- 
stable could lead his boarders to the 
enemy's deck, Coffin tumbled Into the 
sen. Shouting "Revenge Long Toml" 
the lieutenant rushed with his rr.cn 
upon the f<x>. u was flghting at close 
quarters nml the Issue wns In doubt 
when tho drenched and furious coi- 


swain emerged from the sea and nllh' 
his harpoon pinioned the English cap- 
tain to his ruast. In a few minutes 
the Americans were masters of the cut- 
ter. 
Cowering In that scene of blood- 


shed the victors discovered the crafty 
Dillon, who pleaded to be sent off aa a 
hostage, promising to return In person 
or to have Griffith delivered In hlg 
stead. 


His word of honor was trusted and 


he'wos sent away with Long Tom.' He 
luckily overheard Dillon's treacherous 
plot to entrap Bnrnstable's waiting 
party. 
The resourceful old seaman 


gagged Borroughcllffo,ond drove Dil- 
lon, nt the point of his harpoon, back 
to the waiting schooner. By this time, 
howcvec, a battery on the clllt brought 
down ihe schooner's mainmast. 
She 


was driven from her course by heavy 
seas. The musts were felled and an- 
chors dropped, but she plunged on like 
a bobbing cork In rapids. Barnstabie 
would have stayed by his ship, but 
suddenly Long Tom seized him nnd 
hurled him over the bulwarks.

(Prepared by the United Statei Depart- 


ment of Agriculture.) 


The cleaning and disinfection of 


railroad stock cars Is an Important 
peaaj of preventing the spread of In- 
fectious diseases of life stock. In con- 
nection with federal control over the 
Interstate transportation of live stock, 
administered by the bureao of animal 
in da a try, It le required that all such 
care or other vehicles which have con- 
tained animals affected with a commu- 
nicable disease, such as tick fever, 
scabies of sheep and cattle, bog chol- 
era, etc., be cleaned and disinfected 
under bureau supervision before being 
again used In Interstate commerce. 


Federal Intpectlon. 


All live stock received at public 


stockyards or at official slaughtering 
establishments are Inspected at the 
time they are received by employees 
of the bureau of animal Industry. If 
any animals are found to be affected 
with a communicable disease the car: 
rler which brought thorn to their des- 
tination Is at once notified to have the 
car or other vehicle set aside and 
thoroughly cleaned. 
After that has 


been accomplished It Is disinfected 
under the personal supervision of a 
federal employee. ' 


Cars Murt Be Cleaned. 


Various states nlso have regulations 


requiring that cars must be cleaned 
and disinfected before being used In 
the transportation of certain classes 
of live stock. The bureau of animal 
Industry co-operates with such states 
by having Its employees at central 
markets supervise the cleaning and 
disinfection of cars In compliance with 
the requirements of the state to which 
any stock may be destined. 


An Idea of the magnitude of this 


work may be gathered from the fact 
that during the fiscal year ended .Tune 
30, 1919, bureau employees personally 
snpervlBed the disinfection of 44,843 
cars. In nddltlorf a large number of 
motor trucks were handled In the 
same manner.

..iraylD^tbe plants with poisonous so- 
lutions or by dusting Hum with I»l- 
sc,n powders. Potato beetles, flea bee- 
lies, cabbage wonnj, striped cucum- 
ber beetles and similar biting Insects 
may be held In check by spraying the 
plants with arsenate of lead paste at 
the rate of two pounds to 50 gallons 
of water. The spray sticks bettor, es- 
pecially on smooth plants like cabbage, 
!£ a little soap or molasses Is dissolved 
In the,spray. The areenate of lead 
nay be obtained as a dry powder, 
laired in a quantity of flour or air. 
slaked lime and dusted nn the plants. 


Sucking Insects like plant lice may 


be held In check by spraying with 
poap suds, kerosene emulnlon or tobac- 


ee:

Canadian Peas Are In Right Conditlo 


When Pods Become Yellow—Same 


With Soy Bean. 


Canada peas and oats are In condi- 


tion to go Into the silo when n stage 
of maturity la reached where the pea 
pods are becoming yellow nnd the oat 
heads are showing the first Indications 
vl ripening. Clover will contain the 
proper amount of dry matter If al- 
lowed to stand until somewhat more 
than one-half of the blossoms are 
brown. Soy beans are in the proper 
stage of maturity for sllnge when the 
plant shows signs of approaching ma- 
turity. The bean* should be well de- 
veloped and the pods beginning to turn 
yellow. 


Cow peas should show the same con- 


ditions as described for soy beans. 


OBTAIN IARG?R CORN YIELD 


Field Selection of Seed Ears Ii Best, 


According to Reports From 


Ohio Station. 


The Ohio station, reports that se- 


lecting seed ears from the standing 
corn increased yields three and a 
quarter bushels to the acre. One rea 
ton why .field, selection is best, the 
station point* out, la that it gels the 
ears which excel because of Inborn 
merit, rather -than those favored by 
growing on a rich §pot lo the field or 
produced from » one-stall; hill.

superior ear that cornea from a three- 
stalk hill on the average soil of the 
field is belter for seed purposes.

PAINTING INTERIOR OF SILO 


Not'Advisable to Use Lead and Oil 


on Wooden Structures—Carbo- 


lineum Is Favored. 


In'painting the Interior walls of the 


wood silo do not use lend nnd oil 
paint; use carbollnnuin or some other 
creosote wood preservative. 
One of 


our subscribers artvl?ed us that he 
pointed the Interior of his silo with 
lead paint and the paint came oft In 
small scale, says Hoard's Dairyman. 
After feeding silage for some time the 
cows showed signs of poisoning and 
seven died. 
A chemical analysis of 


the contents of the stomachs showed 
that lead poisoning was the cause of 
death.

understand me when 1 tried to Isolate 
the different contagious diseases. They 
thought such an net cmel, and they 
paid the price. 
Now, teaching, and 


consequent observation, has so Im- 
pressed them (hat they at once Iso- 
late certain diseases and so prevent 
epidemics. They are also bringing the 
cases to us before they have gone so 
far that they are hopeless."

If that is 
about the kind of professional skill 
they are willing to pay for, 
it is 


about the grade of educational result 
they will get. 


Teaching is not something you can 


pick up the way you can mowing a 
lawn or washing dishes. It is a diffi- 
cult art, requiring knowledge of the 
principles governing the child mind. 
There will not be good schools until 
tbe teachers have adequate profes- 
sional education for their responsible 
and difficult task. That means paying 
them enough so they can afford to ac- 
quire it.

grease siwts from marble are'from 
recipes published In Popular Mechan- 
ics Magazine. If the spots are, fresh, 
ruh thorn wlth.n cloth that has been 
dipped In pulverized China clay, re- 
peating several times, then brush with 
soap and walcr. If the spots are old, 
irush energetically with distilled wa- 
ter and Ihe flnesl French piaster, then 
bleach with chloride of lime on a white 
cloth. If the pleca of marble Is small 
enough, soak It for n lew hours In rc- 
ilncd hcnKlno. 


Another method Is as follows: Sat- 


urate fuller's earth with equal parts 
of soap liniment, ammonia and water; 
apply to the prense spot and press 
with a hot smoothing Iron.

Contrary to a longstanding theory, 


water taken with meals Is now rec- 
ommended. 
For years It has been 


taught that water should 'not he drunk 
with meals, .because such a procedure 
weakens the secretion of gnstrte Juice, 
also that digestion would be delayed 
or Inhibited. 
But It has now been 


proved thnt the drinking of water with 
meals stimulates the secretion of gns- 
trlc Juice, and that It causes Inhibition 
of the growth of Intestinal bacteria, 
that it produces an improved liver 
function, that It decreases Intestinal 
putrefaction, nnd that It enables the 
food to be ulllzed more economically; 
further, the saliva acts more efficiently 
as nn nmylolytlc agent when diluted 
wllh water. For all these reasons we 
may Infer that It Is beneficial to drink 
water with meals. 


Why Corks Are Bett Stoppers. 
The nnclcnts kept their wines In 


casks, and It wns drawn off as want- 
ed. When boltlca flrsl came into use, a 
primitive material used as stoppers 
consisted of the root 
of 
liquorice,

the making of bottle stoppers, and 
It was not till the manufacture, of 
glassware

general thnt the 


practice arose of storing wlno in bot- 
tles, nnd then the value of cork as a 
stopper for bottles l)ecamo generally 
acknowledged. Thence carnc the say- 
Ing. "This wine Is corked"—meaning 
It tastes of tho cork. Impei-vlousncss 
to air and water Is a rare quality 
which cork possesses over any other 
known material, and It conveys no 
disagreeable taste or flavor to tie 
liquid.

Begin by laying the book on 
the table, opening first 
one cover, 


then the other, and then open a very 
few pages at a time, laying them al- 
ternately flat on each other until the 
center of tho book hns been reached. 
In this way the glue on the back of 
the book Is cracked gently and evenly 
nnd the pnges will not separate.

DOGS ASSIST LONDON POLICE 


Well-Trained 
Animals 
Have 
Deen 


Found of Great Help In Appre- 


henolon of Criminals. 


The present wavy of crime has given 


an Impetus In Oreat llrllaln to the 
training of dogs for pullcu purposes. 


1'ollce dugs were used to assist In 


bringing the brenker of laws to Justice 
before Ihc word iwllci! was ever kuowu. 
In older duys bloodhounds were used 
on the bordern of Scotland In certain 
districts Infested by murderers and 
robbers, and a tax was laid on the In- 
habllaulfj for maintaining Ihem; also 
there was a law In Scotland Hint who- 
ever denied entrance to one of these 
dogs should be treated ns nn accessory 
to the crime. 


The training of these dogn calls for 


n large amount of patience, Intelligence 
nnd resource, far removed from the old 
Idea of dog breaking, which was usual- 
ly to beat Ihe animal mercilessly Into 
the obscrvimce of a few set rules. 


It Is step by step In his dally lessons 


that n dug gradually becomes a track- 
er of criminals by their scent, pursues 
escaping prisoners, discovers missing 
people, or llndu susiiecled ones In con- 
cc-alnienl.

British Military Authorities Forgot the 


Humble Printer In Desire to Pre- 


serve War Secrets. 


The marquis of nartlngton tells an 


episode from the war days when the 
spy scare was nt Its height, according 
to a writer In tho Iltillfor Chronicle.. 
Certain confidential Information that 
tlie military authorities wanted to-kccp 
absolutely secret was sent round by 
trusted couriers In locked dispatch 
boxes, with elaborate precautions of 
elgntng and countersigning nnd check- 
Ing every stage. 
No ono below the 


rank of major general was entrusted 
with tho knowledge, nnd even Iheso 
wero bound by tremendous oaths of 
secrecy. 


After a time It was found that these 


weighty documents, which were circu- 
lated In printed form, were being set 
up by ordinary printers, who were un- 
der no obligation to preserve secrecy, 
and, In fact, took no precautions what- 
ever against leakage. However, noth- 
ing did leak oat, but the military man- 
darins, It Is said, shuddered when they 
realized the risks that had been run.

Or EUinc other suhstuncc which tho 
bird 
ban swallowed. 
The crop Is 


grcnlly distended, and the mass of 
feed Is rather liard and firm. In lioth 
cases the symptoms nrd the same, and 
treatment should be conducted on the 
same principles, specialists eay. 


Treatment Outlined. 


For treatment iwur one-fourth to 


one-half ounce of melted lard or sweet 
oil down the throat and manipulate Ihc 
contents of Die crop wltli tho hand 
In such a way as to tend to break up 
the mass. flnlcss the passage Is closed 
Hie contents of the crop will usually 
pass nwny within a few hours. 
For a 


few days feed should be limited in 
quantity. 


If tlie foregoing method, Is Ineffec- 


tual and an operation becomes neces- 
sary, clip away the feathers from a 
part of Ihc crop, nnd with a very 
sharp knife, lancet or razor make an 
Incision about 1& Inches long through 
ttie skin and the wall of the crop. 
Then carefully remove tho contents of 
tho crop with the linger, the handle 
of n spoon or some rather convenient 
object and- wash out the crop with 
warm water. 
I'nss the finger, well 


oiled, Into the esophagus to see that 
there Is 110 obstruction. 


Feed Whole Grains. 


Sew up Die wall of Ihc crop first, 


then the outer skin, using white silk 
or linen thread ami being careful not 
to sew the two membranes together. 
In n few days the wound will be 
healed. 
Feed sparingly on 
whole 


grains until the wound heals, and do 
not give any water for 24 hours.
